SPIDER WEB SILK. 


Superior in Tenacity to the Cocoon 

Predact, But the Supply Is Too 

Limited to Make It Competitive. 

(Harper's Weekly:] From time to 
time the ingenuity of the scientists 
has been exercised with a view to de- 
vising some substitute for the silk- 
worm’s product, to find some other 
insect that will produce something 
very similar at a lower cost. 

Tt is an old idea that the spider 
might be employed in this way in 
substitution for the silkworm. The 
problem has ever been how to ob- 
tain a sufficient quantity of the spider 
thread and how to wind it without 
breaking or tangling. A Frenchman 
named Cachot harnessed a spider to 
a machine’ of his invention. This 
machine contains tiny bobbins that 
revolved constantly. e thread was 
wound ‘as the spider epun it, not after 
it had been made. The end of the 
web, which was attached to the body 
of the spider, was caught and fast- 
ened firmly to a bobbin. Then the 
machine was gé@@tly put in motion. 
The spider finding that its web reeled 
away, ap ntly of ite own volition, 
naturally pulled in the opposite di- 
rection to get away. But, it is said, 
Cachot found, to his great delight, 
that the spider did not pull with suf- 
ficient force to break the thread; but 
actually seemed to enjoy the process, 
maintaining just sufficient tension to 
keep the web tn continual motion. 
Many epiders, it is sald, were tried in 
this way, and at last a sufficient 
quantity of their produce was ob- 
tained to be woven into a fabric. This, 
it is alleged, was superior to natural 
silk tin tenulty, elasticity and tenacity. 

It were superfluous to add that 
dresses of spider wed are still beyond 
the reach of any save the very rich. 
A of spider its 
the only one that supplies the right 
sort of thread. Size for size, this 
= eor's thread is tougher than bar 
ron. 


The Frenchman who conducted 
these interesting experiments states 
that another advantage of the spider 
ap a producer of silk is that, having 
been emptied of ite web, it can be 
fed and petted back to condition, 
when. it will submit to another reel- 
ing without showing il! effect.

Los Angeles — When Canfield and 


Doheny Came to 


the Front—Rise of Other Operators. 


HE Los Angeles city ofl field is 


still a factor in the ofl business|Arms now stands, a number of years, 


of California, although for four 
years past not a well has been drilled 
within fits borders. It is now pro- 
@uding about 31,000 barrels a month. 
This production is secured from a 
total of 412 wells, all that remain 
from 2700 that have been drilled in 
the @istrict since 1892, over twenty 
years ago. Thirty-one thousand bar- 
rele from 412 wells is not much, be- 
ing an average of only about two and 
one-half barrels to, the well per day, 
and the output will no doubt con- 


tinue to decline until finally the wells 
are all abandoned, but this littie field 
has had a history—a unique history, 
and has accomplished big things for 
Southern California since its birth. 
There are those who do not hesitate 
to assert that the discovery of oil 


here saved Los Angeles and mad) 


Southern, Califernia. It is certain, at 
least, that the development of the en- 
tire southern part of the State would 
have been retarded by years but for 
the opening up of this same field. 

Twenty years ago things were quiet 
hereabouts. Money was drifting to- 
ward San Diego and San Francisco 
—lZLos Angeles was dead, or dying. 
It head not yet recovered from 
effects of the “big slump” of a few 
years previous. The merchants were 
struggling to make ends meet and 
the ranchers on the outside were 
having “hard sledding” getting 'wa- 
ter to irrigate thelr land. Putting 
down water wells with coal at $12 a 
ton waa an expensive proposition. In 
fact, doing anything that required 
power was expensive. The city rail- 
way system was actually going into 
decay. About all the company could 
earn went to pay the fuel bills and 
betterments were almost an impossi- 
bility. There were few shops and 
factories in the city. The Baker Iron 
Works was 8 small institution, with 
one steam hammer and a couple of 
lathes. and the Liewellyn Iron Works 
did not have as complete an equip- 
ment as this. 

Power was the priced com-' 
modity in the community Fuel— 
cheap fuel, even reasonably cheap 
fuel. was the crying need of the hour. 
Without it the country could net go 
ahead. This was apparent to every- 
one, and the outiook was anything 
but encouraging. 

CANFIELD APPEARS. 

But the psychological moment ar- 
rived and with tt lL. Doheny and 
Cc. A. Canfield. The recent desth of 
Mr. Canfield has again brought out a 
recital of their experiences and 
read like a fairy story. It ts enough 
here to state that since 1892 these 
two names have stood at the head of 
those engaged in the development of 
the ofl industry on this Coast. In the 
year referred to—1892—they were 
known as common every day mining 
men, and after the manner of min- 
ing men, following the lead of an ofl 
seepage or outcrop near Lakeshore 
avenue, they sunk a shaft at the cor- 
ner of Lakeshore «end Colton street 
near the point where B. A. Clampitt, 
another pioneer in this field, has his 
office and storage yard at the present 
time.

This 
did good work for them, but for the 
most part the rigs used in this field in 
those days were cheap “jerk water” 
affairs of every kind and sort. 
OTHERS CAME. 

The Ing of the Los Angeles 
field very soon attracted the attention 
of men who were in one way or an- 
other identified with the oll business 
on this coast, for even then there had 
already been considerable develop- 
ment work done in Ventura county, 
where W. L. Hardison and Lyman 
Stewart, two old Pennsylvania oil 


Bardedale, Torry Canyon an 
Canyon were already on the Califor- 
nia oll map. in fect, these points 
embraced about all there was of the 
California off fields. The firm of 
Hardison & Stewart later develo 
into the Union Ol] Company of - 
ifornia, the largest independent con- 
cern on the Coast. In the very frst 
days of the Los Angeles excitement 
there was a rush to this city of oll 
men, drillers, tool dressers and rig 
builders, largely from Ventura coun- 
ty, and among these early arrivals 
were a number of men whose names 
have since loomed big in connection 
with the industry, many of whom 
have made great fortunes in the busi- 
ness. From Ventura county there 
came Tom O'Donnel, William Loftus, 
Ben Scott, Chester Brown, Max Whit- 
tier, Lew McCray, Ed McCray and 
others. There is no need now to re- 
fer to these men other than to say 
their names are and always will be 
linked inseparably with “California 
oll.” They are among the real big 
ones. They were the ploneers and 
buliders, and they builded even bet- 
ter than they themselves knew. They 
have ali built great fortunes for them- 
selves, but even these are small in 


comparison with the fortunes their 
industry and enterprise enabled oth- 
ers to 


osition.” 
Doheny and Canfield discovery well 
extended ita two directions, almost 
due east and west, and the belt was 
soon found to be very narrow, but 
in the line of development. Almost 
every lot that could be leased or 
bought was cornered and drilled on. 
Gen. C. F. A. Last and C. V. Hall were 
early in the field, the former secur- 
ing a lease on what was known as 
First-Street Park (now a thing of 
the past.) on the corner of First street 
and Lake Shore avenue.

SANTA FE BUYS 

Mr. Dohney made arrangements 
almost at the beginning to sell his oil 
to the Santa Fe Railroad, which con- 
cern was quick to see the advantages 
of lNaquid fuel and was one of the 
first big consumers of fuel oll. Soon 
Doheny wags not only delivering his 
own ofl, but was buying oll from 
other producers to supply his re- 
quirements. Prices were “away up” 
for some time, the ruling price being 
from $1.10.to $1.25 per barrel, Dut 
the days of over-production soon 
overtook the producer and by the 
time the output of the field reached 
the enormous total of 3000 barrels 
a day the market was flooded and 
prices dropped. But this very fact 
resulted. in a more extended use of 
oll for fuel. As compared with coal 
tt was cheap at $2 a barrel, but 


when it could be bought*for 50 cents 


or less, every one who had any use 
for fuel was not siow in adopting it. 

By the year, 1900 development 
work was going full blast, and the 
industry began to attract the atten- 
tion of eastern operators.

reason for ita not being in 
vogue last year is due to.two things. 
First, when the rules were changed 
and the twenty-yard zone eliminated 
it was widely published in the papers 
that the on-side kick had been done 
away with. 

It is true that the on-side kick as it 
was made possible under the twenty- 
yard rule was done away with, but 
coaches and players ‘alike seemed to 
lose sight of the fact that an on-side 
kick was in general use long before 
the rulemakers ever dreamed of creat- 
ing the twenty-yard neutral sone. The 
rules that made the om-side ick 
possible before the intreduction of 
the twenty-yard rule are still in force. 
They were last year and have been 
for a number of years back. 
DIFFICULTY OF EXECUTION. 
The scond reason, and probably 
the controlling one, for the non-use. of 
the on-side kick last season was the | 


more than five yards behind the line 
for scrimmage for the double purpose 
of avoiding the penalty and giving 
themselves plenty of time in which 
to get the kick of. A player, to have 
been on-side under the rules, would 
have had to be behind the kicker at 
the time the ball was kicked. That 
would have kept him from eight to 
ten yards behind the line of scrom- 
mage, the Gistance varying with the 
distance that the kicker allowed him- 
self behind the line.
